R6n was to have been settled yes- 
terday when the senate approved 
the compromise draft, but at the 
llth hour the upper chamber re- 
versed itself and voted another de- 
lay. 


The compromise bill gets tough 


with Northern 
potato 
growers, 


whose tremendous crops have beat- 
en down the real price of the spud 
and left the government holding 
the heaviest loss of any of its crop 
ftnancing experiments. 


On the other hand, curbs on cot- 


ton and peanuts — already dealt 
severely with — are slightly re- 
laxed in the compromise measure. 


Thus there was 
an 
obvious 


chance for local politics to creep 
into the senate voting — and it 
did. Some of the Northern senators 
spoke out against the South,despite 
,the fact that the compromise bill 
j\vas an earnest effort to work eco- 
\namic justice for all. 


• Politics isn't going to get us any- 
where at all on the farm front. Se- 
vere cuts have been made in South- 
ern farm 
economy. They will be 


made elsewhere, too. Common 
sense tells us that unless the farm 
program is conceived and adminis- 
tered on as nearly a scientific ba- 
sis as it is posible for men to do 
then there is danger that the entire 
scheme of federal farm supports 
will be washed out by angry tax- 
payers. The fact is that, taken as 
'a whole, American farmers com- 
prise only about one-third of the 
voting public — and this fact alone 
dictates the policy that our agri- 
cultural program is something for. 
experts to draft and politicans to 
leave alone.

Labor Key 
Factor in 
Dairying 


Cutting down on the labor cost 


for milking will contribute great- 
ly to lower milk production costs, 
County Agent Oliver L. Adams to- 
day reminded local dairymen. 


Next to feed, labor is the larg- 


est expense in dairying. In most 
instances the labor 
needed 
for 


milking is about half of the en- 
tire labor cost in producing milk, 
he explained. 


Any good milking practice is a 


time saver. Success in fastmilk- 
in g depends on 
a 
preliminary 


washing of the udder. Recent re- 
search at several experiment sta- 
tions has shown that the "letting 
down" process is started by sub- 
stances called hormones 
which 


are secreted within the body 
of 


the cow. These hormones 
are 


produced after manipulation 
of 


the cow's udder, such as washing. 
Usually 
within 
the space of a 


few seconds the milk is let down, 


A 'cow is a creature of 
habit 


and will become accustomed 
to 


milking practices if they are car- 
ried out in the same way every 
milking, the county

should operate under a balanced 
budget." 


It is imperative, McClellan said, 


"and in the interest of progress 
toward our goal that congress elim- 
inate every non-essential expendi- 


er. "That is what the President is 
doing."

Scientists 
Find Way to 
Extend Life 


Washington, March 24 — (#>) 


Government scientists have made 
a discovery which may help stretch 
out your life span a bit. 


They have developed a method 


of telling whether you are getting 
enough of the "building blocks" 
needed to make new tissues and 
replace old ones in your body. 


The development — made by the 


agriculture department's bureau of 
human nutrition and home econom- 
ics — opens the way for gauging 
the exact nutritional value of such 
protein foods as meats, milk, eggs, 
cereals, dry beans and soybeans. 


Described by the department as 


a "noteworthy" research achieve- 
ment the discovery soon should 
make it possible for nutritionists 
and doctors to give better advice 
in the preparation of life-prolong- 
ing diets. 


Specifically, the new discovery 


is a method for measuring 
the 


amino acid content of protein foods. 
There are 22 known amino acids, 


0 of which are believed to 
be 


ssential to the human body. These 
mino acids combine to form pro- 
ein, 
and the proteins combine to 


orm living tissues. 
Heretofore, there has been 
no 


atisfaclory way of analyzing the 
mino acid content of the protein 
oods. 


With the department's new tech- 
iques, it is possible to determine 


food's amino acid content in a 


ew days. 


The department is now turning 
s attention to using the new meth- 
d in an analysis of the Ameri- 
an diet. When these analysis have 
een applied to enough foods, it 
'ill be possible to set up tables 
'hich will show the distribution of 
mino acids — rather than the less 
atisfactory protein content —along 
ith contents ,of carbohydrates, vi- 
amins and other ntrients.

Today was the fourth 
day of 


spring but it looked like winter in 
rnany parts of the country — es- 
pecially in the northeastern region. 


A snow storm 
which 
crippled 


transportation and communication 
service, closed some schools :and 
snarled traffic 
swept

the 


northeastern states. Drifts of from 
five to 12 feet were reported in 
the mountain regions of western 
Maryland. 
; 


The snow storm which hit west- 


ern Maryland unexpectedly was'fol- 
lowed by a downpour of rain and 
sleet. The snowfall measured more 
than 12 inches. The Monocacy riv- 
er, 100 miles east of Cumberland, 
was believed cresting about 16 feet 
above normal, two feet under the 
all-time high of 1936. 


Heavy falls o£ snow also blank- 


eted the mountain regions of New 
York, Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia. The precipitation belt extend- 
ed into the New England 
states 


with heavy rainfalls in many sec- 
tions.' 


There were many other wet spots. 


Snow fell in parts of the Dakotas. 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Indiana 
and in some areas in the central 
Mississippi valley. Southern Idaho 
got a mixture of rain and snow. 
There was rain in northern Cali- 
fornia and parts of Oregon, Wash- 
ington and northern Nevada. 


Mild weather was reported over

The 
NLRB can't consider it over his 
head. 


If he thinks the complaint has 


merit, then he can let the board 
hear it and give a decision. This 
gives him quite a lot 
of 
power 


independent power.

NLRB: Chairman Paul M. Herzog, 
James Reynolds, John M. Huston, 
Abe Murdock.
